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Private Fund sAreNeeded 
For Narherth Plavs around 

THE NEWS IS THAT an important meeting recently oc- 
curred which was attended by some members of Council, Recre- 
ation Board members and also by officials of the local baseball 
club. What to. do about improvements on the Playground was 
reported as the theme of the evening. 

More than a quarter-century has elapsed since this grand 
' asset became a part of the borough scheme, but there is very 
■little on the attractive acreage that was not there 20 years ago, 
and that is not a particular feather in the community's cap. 

The project started off with a real handicap when a grevious 
mistake of $5,000 was made in formulating the ballot offered 
for the citizens' endorsement, as $5,000 at that time of life 
would have provided several times the value now possible at 
today's costs. Through the years some few official dollars have 
found their way down to the field, but never enough, and the 
most elementary things had to be omitted because of lack of 
funds. 

Toilet facilities of an adequate sort, for instance, should 
no longer be delayed, and also it is only fair that there should 
be more than make-shift quarters for the ballplayers, with 
modern and safe accommodations for the spectators who throng 
the place for the various games. This Narberth ?>ms to be a 
first-class suburban place, and what we have should reasonably 
correspond with an enlightened and self-respecting standards. 
Such cannot be said to be the case as things now stand. 

How to get the money needed is the question. The tax 
fund is squeezed to the hilt to make ends meet. No addition 
to the rate can now occur for Playground needs. A bond issue 
would be possible, but that would not be good strategy, as the 
time is in sight when Narberth must do some real borrowing, 
and it would not be prudent to advance small issues at this stage 
of affairs. 

What, then, can be done? One thought is that the people 
will rally around a community effort to get the sum required. 
Perhaps they will. As it is, a great deal of private money has 
already been spent on the grounds. The Community Building 
was donated to the Borough, a nice $30,000 gift. Citizens paid 
more than $4,000 to the fund which made the purchase pos- 
sible, none of which was ever refunded. The ball club gave 
Sam Pounds, the old grounds-keeper of the Phillies, $750 for 
staking out the diamond, after the team was forced to vacate 
the original playing field at the eastern end to make way for 
the Community Building. 

A. E. Wohlert, of valued memory, spent many a dollar 
from his own jeans for horticultural improvements. One of his 
ambitions was never realized, the adornment of the railroad 
bank (which forms a back-drop to the Playground) with a be- 
wildering variegation of brightly colored flowers. That should \ytfl Take Part in

Council to Incur 
Debt of $600; 
Other Repairs 

Open Grandstand 
in Serious Danger 
of Collapsing 

Borough Council will go into debt 
for $600 to see that Narberth resi- 
dents get their baseball games this 
year. 

A concrete wall will have to be 
built behind the open grandstand 
to prevent its collapse, which will 
account for $500 of the total sum. 

This was announced by William 
P. Davies, chairman of the Prop- 
erty Committee, at Monday night's 
Council meeting. He pointed out 
that the wooden posts which sup- 
port the grandstand have rotted 
and will not support even a nor- 
mal complement of Borough base- 
ball enthusiasts. 

Additional $100 for Walk 

Construction of a new walk be- 
tween the public and open grand- 
stands will cost $100, W. S. Thomp- 
son, chairman of the Highway and 
Power Conrn. i .-, rep irted to Coun- 
cil. 

The budget does not provide for 
either expenditure, but Council 
nonetheless authorized the work to 
be done even though it will have 
to go into debt. 

Other Improvements 

Additional provisions for the im- 
provement of the diamond wers au- 
thorized every Saturday morning 
during the playing seasin, and, 
correcting the drainage flow be- 
tween the grandstands which 
causes gulleys between first and 
third base.

"We have canvassed opinion of

Electric Co. 
Plans $2,000,000 
Expansion 

President Livenidge, 
of Bryn Mawr,. Makes 
Annual Report 

The Philadelphia Electric Com- 
pany contemplates a 200 million 
dollar expansion program, it has 
been announced by Horace P. Liv- 
ersidge, of Bryn Mawr, president, 
at the company's anmjal meeting. 
Cash resources now on hand, he 
said, make new financing unneces- 
sary in the near future, i 
President's Statement 

"This far-reachipg expansion 
program, one of the largest ever 
estimated on by the Philadelphia 
Electric Company, is based on con- 
fidence in the future growth of the 
Philadelphia area. 

"We anticipate an ever-growing 
demand for electricity and are 
planning ahead on this -premise, 
notwithstanding the uncertainties 
of today's economy and the great 
difficulty of appraising what lies 
ahead. I might add that we have 
embarked on this program only 
after a moat careful study of the 
electrical needs of this Important 
area, the results of which entirely 
justify our optimism." 

Operating revenues of the com- 
pany for 1946 amounted to $105,- 
464,723, exceeding the previous rec- 
ord high attained in 1945 by 4.8 per- 
cent. 
No Sales Loss 

"While monthly sales of electri- 
city have reflected the trend of re- 
conversion and the attendant ad- 
justments in the national economy,- 
the company was able to complete 
the first fuH post-war year with no 
appreciable loss in sales," Llver- 
sidge reported. "This was the re- 
sult of substantial gains in residen- 
tial and commercial sales, together 
with the rapid conversion from war 
to civilian production, and a large 
volume of new industrial business 
in 1946." 

The company's sales of electricity 
to industrial customers showed a 
marked recovery beginning early in 
1946, following the initial sharp 
^decline when the war ended in Au- 
gust, 1945. 

Two New Project* 

Two major projects In the pro- 
gram are the new $54,000,000 South- 
wark generating station, the initial 
unit of which is now in the pre- 
liminary stages of operation, and 
the $20,000,000 addition of two gen- 
erators and auxiliary equipment at 
the Barbadoes plant, near Norris- 
town. 

Liversidge also announced that 
a new generator -has been ordered 
for the Richmond plant in North- 
east Philadelphia, for installation 
in 1950. Important improvements 
will also be made at the company's 
gas manufacturing plants' at Ches- 
ter and West Conshohocken. 

All directors were re-elected at 
the meeting.

Flies and wasps, now i making 
their appearance in unfinished at- 
tics and storerooms, can be con- 
trolled, says Philadelphia County 
Agent Charles K. Hallowell, by 
using a spray made of one pound 
of 80 percent wettable DDT powder 
in 10 gallons of water. 

The spray, applied to the walls 
and rafters, leaves a residue which 
keeps flies and wasps in control for 

several months. 

A five percent DDT solution in 
water-white' kerosene — one pound to 
ten gallons of water— Is suggested 
for finished rooms or attics sine? 
it will not stain or otherwise mar 
the surface. The water spray will 
leave a noticeable residue. 

The kerosene base material is 
inflammable and must be handled 
with care. Another precaution is 
that the hands should be washed 
thoroughly after using either spray. 
Transplanting at Home 

Home gardeners can grow high 
quality plants for transplanting by 
observing a few essential rules, says 
Joseph H. Boyd, extension vegetable 
specialist of the Pennsylvania State 
College. 

First, the temperature must be 
right— 75 to 90 degrees Fahrenheit 
in daytime and 60 at night for toma- 
toes, eggplants and peppers and 60 
to 70 in daytime and 50 at night for 
cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli and 
lettuce. 

Sturdier plants result, he says, if 
crowding is avoided, and by having 
the soil well drained. Water needs 
to be applied only to prevent wilt- 
ing — once or twice a week. Plants 
require ventilation, and develop best 
when given plenty of light.

Butter of a very poor quality is 
being sold in Lower Merion, the 
Township Board of Health was told 
at its regular monthly meeting last 
week. 

Dr. David W. Horn, consulting 
chemist for the Board of Health, 
said he took six butter samples 
from stores in Lower Merion on 
March 17. 
Four Very Poor 

"Of the six samples, one was 
good, one was poor and four de- 
served a very poor rating on my 
sanitary index," Dr. Horn said. 

He said one of the samples 
showed a mold and yeast count of 
1060, Indicating that the butter 
should have been on the market 
months ago. 

Mrs. Leonora Brenneman, board 
member from the Pcnn Valley, 
Bala-Cynwyd and West Manayunk 
district, suggested that Dr. Horn 
discontinue testing butter because 
she didn't believe the Board of 
Health could take any action 
r.gr.inst dealers selling butter held 
too long in cold storage warehouses. 

Kr.straining Influence 

However, Dr. Kern, vice presi- 
"dent of the Board of Health, said 
the sampling was a good idea be- 
cause the butter companies know 
the tests are made and are careful 
not to go too far in their efforts 
to unload cold storage butter before 
the spoiling point is reached.

Farming Life of Township 
Recalled by Luther Parsons 

By LUTHER PARSONS 

To give you an idea of how manj 
farms and people there were ii 
Lower Merion Township 50 or 6 
years ago, I will take you with m 
up past the old Quaker meeting 
to Woodbine Ave., to the Schuylkil 
River road, along the river to Bel 
mont Ave., then up to City Lint 
to Lancaster Pike, to Wynnewooo 
Rd. and back to Woodbine Ave. 

In this area there were about 
forty large farms and about 25 
smaller places. If you average five 
people to the' place, it makes about 
325 people there. 

Now. this was a farming country 
and the owners took pride in their 
upkeep, and they were real homes. 
They raised corn, potatoes, wheat, 
rye, oats and the vegetables they 
needed. Today, there is not a wheat 
field in this area. 

All of these farms kept a dairy. 
Some of them were large ones, and 
from each of these farms a milk 
wagon went into the city every 
morning and market wagons would 
go in twice a week. There Js not 
a dairy farm in all this area toduy. 

There were few roads herr. 50 
or 60 years ago. There was the 
Mary-Watersford Rd., Levering 
Mill Rd., Merion Ave., State Rd., 
and the old Ford Rd. which crossed 
the river just above Belmont Man- 
sion. 

Now all that is left of the old 
Ford Rd. is between Levering Mill 
Rd. and Montgomery Ave. This was 
originally an Indian trail, and used 
by the Indian long before the white 
man came. 

Old Twp. Roads 

As the white man came west, he 
widened the trail and made a road 
of it. 

The road we now know as Mont- 
gomery Ave. was formerly called 
Blockley and Merion Turnpike. Old 
Lancaster Rd. was called a pike. 

There were no good roads at this 
time, just dirt roads. When they 
made a pike, they would haul big 
stones and dump them in the mid- 
dle of the road and they were then 
broken up with sledges and ham- 
mers. 

Up and down the pikes came the 
old Conestoga wagons with their 
teams of four and six horses that 
did the hauling between Philadel- 
phia and Pittsburgh. When the rail- 
road came it did away with the 
Conestoga wagons and they became 
the Prairie schooners of the West. 

I have seen the pikes so full of 
cattle that a team could not move 
for some time. 



a nigger in the woodpile tonight." 
As to the value of land 50 years 
ago and today. In 1852 my father 
traded a horse for the acre of 
ground on which our shops stood. 
At the death of my mother I took 
the lot at the appraised value of 
$300. I sold it for $8000. 

Lower Merion Is dear to me. My 
great-grandfather was a Commis- 
sioner in 1785. When Levering Mill 
Rd. was opened, Montgomery Coun- 
ty was incorporated in 1781 This 
grandfather, Jacob Sibley, was Tax 
Collector in 1828. He collected 
$1,576.86, and his commission was 
$74.20. 

There were about 650 citizens in 
the Township at this time. Today, 
we have a fine building in whicn 
the records are kept. I have a bcok 
made by my grandfather in which 
all the accounts of Lower Merion 
were kept over 100 years ago. 

My family, on mother's side, were 
Germans who settled in Ardmore 
where the trolley station now 
stands, in 1730. They helped to 
build the old Lutheran Church in 
1760. I have an unbroken connec- 
tion in that church up to the pres- 
ent time and have been on the 
board for more than 49 years. 

There was not as much going on 
in the way of amusements in those 
days, but we had a good time. 

And, in those days, I can safely 
say that 90 percent of the popula- 
tion of Lower Merion Township 
went to church somewhere, and on 
this foundation was built the Pros- 
perity and Blessing we are enjoy- 
ing today.

Tri-County Health, Welfare 
Council Is Formed Here 



Creation of the Health and Wel- 
fare Council, covering: Philadelphia, 
Delaware and Montgomery ooun 
ties and designed to help study, co- 
ordinate and plan health and social 
welfare services, has been an- 
nounced by P. Blair Lee, president 
of the Western Savings Fund So- 
ciety and newly elected president cf 
the Council. 

In announcing the incorporation 
of the Council, Lee stated that it 
would supplant and consolidate the 
services of the Philadelphia Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies and the Del- 
aware County Welfare Council. 



Aims of the Council 

The functions, program and staffs 
of the Philadelphia and Delaware 
County Councils will be transferred 
to the Health and Welfare Council. 

Lee pointed out that the Council 
represents an effort to substitute a 
single and comprehensive organiza- 
tion, and a more adequate range of 
service, for several organizations 
and Inadequate services. 



Plans for the new organization 
have been drawn to provide 

1. A membership Inclusive, 
not only of social agencies in 
the three counties, but of all 
citizen groups having concern 
for health and welfare services. 

2. Full participation on the 
part of public agencies in the 
fields of health and welfare. 

3. A definite relationship be- 
tween the Council and the Com- 
munity Chests in the area cov- 
ered. ' 

4. Strengthening of planning 
at the local level. 

5. Voluntary association and 
autonomy of the participating 
agencies. 



Expansion Plans 

For the present, the territory in- 
volved in this consolidation of so- 
cial welfare interests will be re- 
stricted to Philadelphia, Delaware 
and Montgomery Counties, but pro- 
vision is made for extending this 
territory as occasion demands.
